The opposition of the Treasury 
“watchdog” was influenced by 
certain state officials whose pri- 
mary objection to the system is 
that it interferes ‘With states’ 
rights and forces the states to 
spend another $110,000,000 a 
year. Any state which does not 
go dollar for dollar with a Fed- 
eral appropriation cannot share 
in the Federal appropriation, 
they point out. 

The good roads boosters, on the 
other hand, point out that the 
building of thousands of miles of 
state highways has been made 
possible only throu@h the financial 
co-operation of the Federal gov- 
ernment, which not only has con- 
tributed materially to their build- 
ing, but has encouraged many back- 
ward commonwealths in an eco- 
momic way. ’ 

Opponents of the system claim 
thati Federal aid creates state ‘‘ex- 
travagances” and increases state 
taxes. Mr. Mellon announced his 
position after conferring with a 
committee of the National Associ- 
ation of State Auditors, Comptrol- 
lers and ‘Treasurers who called 
upon him. ad 

Mr. Mellon believes that econ- | 
omy in government should be ex- | 
tended to the states and munici- 
palities, the Federal Treasury to 
co-operate in fostering. economy 
through operation of the budget 
bureau. A number of states have 
no budget system for administer- 
ing their finances. 

The states leading the movement 
for abolition of the Federal aid 
system are Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia,» Vermont, New York, 
Ohio and Massachusetts.

Chicago, April 24.—That the 
railroads are making every effort > 
to minimize the continued! shrink- 
age in passenger revenue as @ re- 
sult of bus competition and the 
growing use of the automobile, 
is indicated’ by an announcement 
that the Illinois Central Railroad .
